competent big, bruising brawler. 
In some circles, people were say- 
ing that Callis and Spivey were an 
even better combination than the 
previous coupling. 

Just as the newfangled Scrap- 
ers were coming into their own, 
Spivey began to suffer from a se- 
ries of mysterious black outs, 
which were cast off as little more 
than fainting spells. As time went 
on, Dan was unable to make 
many of his scheduled bookings 
and the team looked to be at the 
end of the line once again. The 
rugged powerhouse was deter- 
mined not to fall prey to any of the 
superstitious nonsense that he 
had been hearing—that The Sky- 
scrapers are a jinxed tag team!

Arrogant and boastful are two 
adjectives that aptly describe 
Curt Hennig, the self-professed 
‘Mr. Perfect’’ of professional 
wrestling. While humility is 
sorely lacking in this Robins- 
dale, Minnesota dynamo, pure 
ability and wrestling talent are 
not! Are Curt’s gifts as a wrestler 
bringing attention to the inade- 
quacies of the WWF heavy- 
weight champions, and by do- 
ing so, is he keeping himself out 
of the championship picture?

Curt Hennig can certainly be 
proud of his accomplishments in 
the World Wrestling Federation. It 
is not necessary to measure a 
man only by how many champi- 
Oonships he has gained in the 
course of his career, but in the 
manner in which he sets about 
his goals. By this measurement, 
Hennig has displayed confi- 
dence and determination in each 
and every match and has proven 
his worth as one of the most 
highly trained mat masters in the 
Federation. The ten-year veteran 
of the ring wars has shown his 
fellow wrestlers what ‘perfect 
wrestling” is all about and it will 
certainly take a pretty tough hom- 
bre to silence this egocentric 
sensation. 

Hennig was born on March 28, 
1958 in Robbinsdale, Minnesota 
and comes from a large family 
(three brothers and two sisters), 
although he is the only one to 
have followed in his father’s foot- 
steps. His proud papa is none 
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other than Larry “The Ax” Hen- 
nig, a twenty-five year ring vet- 
eran who waged war and made 
life hell for the likes of AWA cham- 
pion Verne Gagne and WWWEF 
kinpin Pedro Morales during the 
1970's. 

Since the age of ten, while 
competing on the amateur level, 
all Curt ever thought about was 
following pop into the squared 
circle. The Perfect One took that 
dream one step further—he tag 
teamed with his father for a signif-

After 
leaving the NWA in 1988, the void 
was quickly filled by The Fantas- 
tics and The Midnight Express 
and more recently, The Dynamic 
Dudes, Brian Pillman & Tom 
Zenk as well as The Steiner 
brothers. All that they had worked 
so hard to build over the course of 
their years with the NWA, came 
crashing to the mat. Like a blaz- 
ing fireworks display, The Ex- 
press dazzled their captive audi- 
ence for a few brief moments 
before fizzling out into memory. 
For the next few months, Ricky 
and Robert must work harder 
than ever to keep that damp fuse 
alive in hopes of another tremen- 
dous demonstration of breathtak- 
ing excitement that will lead them 
to the top of wrestling’s “good 
guys’ roster once again.

Withouta 
contract waiting with The World 
Wrestling Federation, the young 
toughs found themselves work- 
ing from coast to coast and hitting 
all points in between in order to 
keep on the map. Couple the tra- 
vel and training with keeping 
track of your commitments, 
schedules and pay agreements, 
and you can see how much eas- 
ier life can be when you’ re under 
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contract to either the WWF or the 
NWA. 

Back where they belong, the 
boys can now concentrate on 
what they do best, which is wres- 
tle. Freed from the grind of hunt- 
ing down wrestling promoters 
and booking their own gigs, Rick 
& Rob have more time to develop 
a game plan that will lead them 
back to the championship scene 
and on to bigger and better 
things.

Few wrestlers 
today are able to combine wres- 
tling skill, endurance and cha- 
risma, which places Flair in a 
special class. Ric’s vastly supe- 
rior abilities have always gained 
him the respect of his fellow wres- 
tlers as well as the fans. They 
may not have appreciated his 
wild interviews, unprovoked at- 
tacks and overall swollen ego in 
regards to every aspect of his life, 
but they did respect his capa- 
bilities. 

With the recent bully tactics of 
Flair and The Andersons against 
the likes of Sting, Lex Luger, The 
Steiners and others, one has to 
wonder if the respect is still 
there? Surely, Ric is no longer 
winning many of his battles with a 
clean pinfall in center ring, which 
is an obvious sign of his decline. 
Without the ever present interfer- 
ence of Arn and Ole, the NWA 
kingpin would most likely be a 
former champion right now. 

Inthe last four months, The An- 
dersons, much like the Cavalry of 
old, have come to Ric’s aid just 
when his championship was in 
dire peril.

lf Ric Flair has in fact reached 
the autumn of his career, then he 
must choose the rest of his path 
very carefully. Staying on this 
present course of action will 
leave the wrestling fans frus- 
trated by his actions and they will 
seek other “federations” which 
are more capable of supplying 
their need to see the “good guy” 
triumph in the end. At the same" 
time, a champion who must win 
each and every contest by hook 
or crook has very little credibility 
as a true champ. If Ric continues 
to win 40-minute matches thanks 
to outside interference by Ole 
and Arn, other “World” champi- 
ons,doing a great deal of pre-and 
post-match posing, coupled with 
clean pinfall victories in six-to- 
eight minutes, will be considered 
superior to “The Nature Boy.” 

Flair has to come to grips with 
the situation. He can’t do italland 
if he continues to try, he will lose 
everything that he has spent the 
last fifteen years building— 
respect and credibility. 

In the name of keeping the 
grappling game exciting, The 
Four Horsemen have lost the 
trust and possibly respect of the 
wrestling fans nationwide. By 
placing their supporters on an 
emotional roller coaster, they 
have stepped beyond the bound- 
aries of sensible marketing 
tactics.

Nothing in the world can make 
sense of what’s going on in 
Southern promotions these days. 
The Continental Wrestling Feder- 
ation in Alabama has folded. Her- 
itage Championship Wrestling in 
Mississippi lasted only a couple 
of weeks, and the Jarrett promo- 
tion has closed the doors on their 
Memphis office. They’re plan- 
ning to run once a month there, | 
understand, but base everyone in 
Dallas. Well, somebody has to. | 
guess! 

From my mail, there are many 
fans out there who miss these 
promotions. If every fan | spoke to 
bought tickets to the matches, | 
have no idea why these promo- 
tions didn't make it. Unless it was 
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just inexperience. Or greed. 
Maybe both. It’s a real shame, 
too, that the only things left in the 
Southeast are a few REALLY 
small promotions, and the 
NWA... 

Last time | told you that South- 
ern Championship Wrestling had 
a new owner, and was now Geor- 
gia All-Star Wrestling. Imagine 
my surprise when | turned on the 
TV one evening, to see Gordon 
Clements back on the scene, and 
the name was, again, Southern 
Championship Wrestling. This 
entire change over and change 
back scenario took about two 
weeks. It’s really getting hard to 
keep up! Evidently, since the 
Georgia All-Star owner didn’t

have any luck keeping the wres- 
tlers working, he sold part inter- 
est back to Gordon Clements, 
who was President of Southern 
when Jerry Blackwell owned it. 
This made some staff changes 
inevitable. 

Most of the big names have left 
the area, although Sir Samuel F. 
Kent's “Dynasty” still includes 
Kareem Muhammad. Randy 
Rose is gone—a shame, too, he 
was just developing a fan follow- 
ing in spite of his personality! 
David Sammartino, the heavy- 
weight champion, supposedly 
refused to defend the belt and it 
was given to Joel Deaton (who 
would have been Sammartino’s 
challenger had he defended the 


belt). Deaton’s first challenge 
came from Brett Sawyer, and this 
looks to be the latest “‘big deal” in 
Southern. 

Other things happening in 
Southern include The Nightmare 
unmasked—Ted Allen is now 
wrestling without the bag on his 
head.

As if that wasn’t 
trouble enough, Randal Brown, 
who took over as co-host when 
John Michael went back to wres- 
tling, is leaving to pursue other 
interests. This leaves us with 
Boni Blackstone, who is a very 
capable hostess, as well as pro- 
ducer of the show, and Sir Sa- 
muel F. Kent, who can irritate you 
worse than fingernails on a black- 
board. | hate to say this, because 
Kent is an excellent manager for 
heels—he’s the biggest heel of 
the bunch, but as co-host of a 
wrestling program? Puh- 
leeezzze! | just bought a new bat- 
tery for the remote with the fast- 
forward and mute buttons on 
it...de may not be a permanent 
co-host. | think the fans may 
close the studio rather than put 
up with him every week. Part of 
the problem is that Kent already 
buys time on the show (Kent's 
Kommercial Korner, where he 
brings all his nasty boys in and 
talks bad about other wrestlers, 
fans, and elaborates on his gran- 
diose plans for the future.) The 
gossip (as yet unconfirmed) is 
that John Michael may return, or 
someone like Brett Sawyer— 
not MY pick for an articulate 
person—will come in to help Boni 
keep her show from being taken 
over by Kent’s people.

he’s a GOOD wrestler. He also 
knows how to get under the skin 
of about every fan in the place! 
He’s currently feuding with Dus- 
tin Rhodes. They can keep Dus- 
tin, but | sure wish we could get 
some people like Young back in 
Georgia! 

I’m told there are a number of 
VERY small promotions running 
throughout the Carolinas, Vir- 
ginia, and the Midwest. If you 
know about a small promotion in 
the Eastern half of the US, drop 
me a line! I’m always looking for 
the small jewels hidden around in 
the backwoods. If you HAVE a 
promotion like that, drop me a 
line and tell me about your group! 

Maybe | notice these things be- 
cause I’m a woman, but have you 
looked at the number of great 
looking men in professional wres- 
tling? Okay, there ARE a few you 
wouldn’t put pinups in your locker 
for, but seriously, there are 
DOZENS of good-looking men in 
this business, and the worst thing 
is—they often look awful! 

One of the first things | came to 
despise was the “wet head” syn- 
drome. You know, the bit where

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Tommy Rich or somebody with 
great hair comes out to the micro- 
phone with his hair all wet and 
stringy. | could understand it— 
filming TV is a hot, dirty business, 
and they DO have to shower after 
a match. NOW they’re showing 
up for a match—!I mean, still 
dressed in their street clothes— 
and their hair is wet! This has got 
to stop, guys! I’d as soon hug a 
dog fresh from the bath than a 
wrestler with wet stringy hair. And 
for photographs—FORGET IT! 
Another thing that bothers me 
is the clothes these guys wear. 
Granted, they’re not Ric Flair 
(thank heavens!) and they don't 
have to wear clothes like Ted Di- 
Biase. What | do expect, though, 
is decent looking outfits. You 
know, sweat suits that are decent 
colors (not purple and orange to- 
gether!), and they don’t have 
holes in inappropriate places! | 
don’t care what they wear at 
home, but “clothes make the 
man” when you see them in per- 
son, and frankly, some of them 
just shouldn’t leave home unless 
their mommy dresses them for 


_the occasion. 


We'll forget about the ones 
who are colorblind, and think 
three different shades of green 
should go together when they 
don't, or the ones who wear 
shocking pink spandex racers 
and Hawaiian print shirts in 
flourescent colors that will give 
you a headache in sunlight. A lit- 
tle eccentricity is okay—they’re 
wrestlers, not models, but some 
of them need work. 

Then there’s the “rock-n-roll” 
bit. | think it’s fine that young guys 
just starting out develop some 
flashy “hard rock’”’ costuming. 
After all, that’s an image they 
want to associate with, and why 
not? But when a guy of 35 or so 
tries to pull that off, it becomes a 
caricature, not a costume. Good 
looking folks don’t need to rely on 
costumes. There has to be some 
modifications, some toning down 
that can be done to these outfits 
to make them suitable and still 
keep the appeal for the audience. 
Just changing from neon green 
to basic green can make a big 
difference. The point is, if we like 
to watch the person wrestle, do 
we care what color his tights are? 

Ill grant you there are a lot of 
folks you can’t help. Dusty 
Rhodes is a prime example— 
some of the outfits he’s worn re- 
cently would be hard to find off a 
circus lot, but Dusty’s a one-of-a- 
kind (for which we can all be 
thankful). He can pull it off. He 
has a personality that begs to do 
something strange. 

My solution? | think women 
fans ought to dress their favorite 
wrestlers. Okay, it’s a bit like pa- 
per dolls, but | have thought up 
outfits I'd like to see on some of 
the wrestlers | know. Brad Arm- 
strong, Tom Prichard, and DJ. 
Peterson are three | can think of 
that, if | could get their hair cut, 
and buy their clothes for them, 
they'd be dynamite. Then again, 
if | did that, | guess I’d need a 
stick to keep the women fans off 
of them, and they'd be too busy to 
have time for me. Maybe I'd bet- 
ter just leave well enough alone...

That’s quite a handful of the 
toughest men in the grappling 
game. 

GB: Who trained you for the pro- 
ranks? 

JK: When | first came to the 
United States from Yugoslavia, | 
settled in Los Angeles, California 
where | attended UCLA and con- 
tinued competing as an amateur. 
My next stop was New York, 
where | received my initial profes- 
sional training from Bobby Bold 
Eagle. | would also like to take 
this opportunity to publicly ex- 
press my devotion and gratitude 
to the great “Killer” Kowalski, a 
legend in his own time, who 
helped me out at one time in my 
career. 

GB: |’ve heard that you have ex- 
perienced a number of injuries 
since your arrival on the profes- 
sional circuits? 

JK: Yes, l’ve broken three ribs at 
the hands of The Russian Assas- 
sin and Sheik Ali Abdullah. I’ve 
also dislocated both shoulders 
and torn some ligaments in my 
right knee along with some deep 
lacerations.

As for steroids, | 
would never use them and as for 
the people who do, | think they 
are cheating themselves by not 
using their true ability.

was a main fixture on WWWEF 
cards held in Nassau Coliseum 
and Sunnyside Gardens from the 
late 1960's until the late 1970’s. 
Married to lady wrestler Kitty Ad- 
ams, they were considered a ce- 
lebrity couple to fans in the New 
York City area. 

Mark began his own promo- 
tion, The East Coast Wrestling 
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Federation, based out of Shirley, 
Long Island in 1980 and contin- 
ued to promote quality indepen- 
dent spot shows throughout the 
region until his untimely death. 

Besides his work in the wres- 
tling business, he was a well- 
known and respected bouncer 
for a number of established res- 
taurants in the New York City 
area including The Riverboat and 
PJ. Clarke’s. It was his stint as a 
bouncer that landed him several 
film roles in the 1970's including 
Badge 373 and Hercules in New 
York, which was Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger’s first major motion pic- 
ture role!
